In addition, the move—if it suc- 

uld go a long way toward 
removing the farm problem as an 
issue in next year’s Congressional 
elections. This possibility bobs up 
at a time when Democrats and Re- 
publicans appeared to be headed 
for a bitter fight over the farm 
vote. 

The latest move would not give 
the Administration its requested 
power to limit price supports to 
big farms; to require farmers to 
comply with a soil conservation 
program, and to use rigid produc- 
tion control measures on a broad 
list of farm products not now sub- 
ject to such controls. 

Compromise Sought. 

The proposal is an effort to get 
the Administration and opponents 
of its new farm plan—which Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Brannan un- 
veiled this spring—to agree on a 
so-called “compromise” program. 
The compromise would be a blend 
of the Brannan plan and the so- 
called Aiken law passed by the 
Republican Eightieth Congress to 
go into effect next year. 

Pushing the compromise move 
were Democratic and Republican 
farm leaders in the Senate. 

At a session of a Senate Agri- 
culture subcommittee Thursday, 
militant backers of the Brannan 
plan and the Aiken law found, 
after much bickering, that there 
is not so much difference between 
their respective measures as they 
had thought. 

In the first place, the Aiken law 


permits use of production pay- Adams 


ments as a meahs of supporting 
farmer returns. Production pay- 
ments are one of the key features 
of the Brannan plan, They are 
the devicé which the Administra- 
tion would use to permit prices 
of perishable foods to drop to 
lower levels than is possible under 
present farm law. , 
Handling of Surpluses. 

Under the law as it stands now, 
the nt must buy and re- 
move from the market surpluses 
of perishables when prices fall be- 
low the level guaranteed produc- 


ers. 

Under the production payment 
method, the Government would 
not buy. Instead it would let the 
whole supply go to market at 
whatever prices buyers were will- 
ing to pay. The Government would 
make up to farmers the differ- 
ence between the average market 
price and the guaranteed return 
through production payments. 
These payments would de fi- 
nanced by federal taxes. 

While the Aiken law would per- 
mit such payments, it greatly re- 
stricts their use. It would bar 
use of funds of the department’s 
$4,750,000,000 Commodity Credit 
Corporation agency, which fi 
nances the bulk of the price-sup- 
port operations. Available for 
such payments would be a share 
of customs receipts regularly 
granted the department for dis- 
posal of farm surpluses. This 
share has been running about 
$150,000,000 a year. 

Objection by Brannan. 

Brannan had objected that this 
would not be enough money to 
finance the production payment 
support method on the scope en- 
visioned by his plan. He wanted 
to use this method for supporting 
hogs, cattle, calves, lambs, sheep, 
milk, butterfat, poultry, eggs, 
fruits and vegetables, including 
potatoes. 

Under the compromise move, 
Senator Aiken of Vermont, author 
of the law bearing his name, and 
several other Republican Senators 
offered to support an amendment 
to the Aiken law which would 
permit use of CCC funds for pro- 
duction payments on such perish- 
ables as hogs, cattle, calves, sheep, 
lambs, chickens, egg and whole 
milk. 

Thus, the compromise offer 
would give the Administration just 
about what it wants in the way of 
production payments—and cheaper 
prices for consumers. 

A major issue between the Ad- 
ministration and supporters of the 
Aiken law has been the question 
of levels at which farm prices 
should be supported. 

The Administration had charged 
that the Aiken law would foist a 
“starving-out” price support stand- 
ard on farmers. This Aiken de- 
nied at the Thursday committee 
session. Finally, he won over 
Brannan, who had come before the 
committee to urge adoption of his 
plan in full.

OFFICIAL FIRED 


IN MYSTERIOUS 
REORGANZATION 


Dr. John W, Williams Jr., 
Who Incurred Admjn- 
istration Displeasure in 
Merit Dispute, is Dis- 
missed.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 9—Dr. 
John W. Williams Jr., director of 


the section of local health and hos- 
pital administration of the State 


Department of Public Health and 


Welfare, who recently incurred the 
displeasure of the Smith adminis- 


tration in a merit system matter, 
was notified today of his dismis- 
sal, in a “reorganization.” 

Dr. Williams, a state public 
health official for 13 years, was 
given no reason for his dismissal, 
effective July 20, in a letter re- 
ceived today, except that his posi- 
tion was being abolished in a “re- 
organization” of his section. 

It is known, however, that Dr. 
Williams has not been in the good 
graces of the administration of 
Gov. Smith since he testified re- 
cently before a State Senate Com- 
mittee that the Governor's office 
had made an unprecedented re- 
quest for the political affiliations 
of several health engineers under 
consideration by Williams for pro- 
visional appointments under the 
state merit system. 

Little Information. 

Little information was forthcom- 
ing from other official quarters 
concerning the “reorganization” or 
the reasons. 

Dr. C. F. Adams, acting director 
of the division of health and im- 
mefliate superior of Dr. Williams, 
who sent the dismissal letter to 
Dr. Williams, said “the matter is 
entirely in Gov. Smith’s hands and 
I am not in a position to give out 
any information about it.” 

“It is my understanding,” Dr. 
said, that the Governor 
is going to give out the informa- 
tion.” 

Gov. Smith, reached at the Jef- 
ferson City Country Club, asserted 
he knew nothing about the dis- 


tion.

Williams, a high-ranking offi- 
cial in the joint state-federal pub- 
lic health program in Missouri, 
has supervision of the public hos- 
pital survey and planning pro- 
gram, all local county public 
health departments. which par- 
ticipate in the state-federal public 
health program, and four of the 
state hospitals under the division 
of health. He is the highest-sal- 
aried official in the Department 
of Public Health and Welfare. He 
received $8868 a year. 

Letter to Williams. 

The letter to Dr. Williams from 
Dr. Adams, dated today, stated 
that Dr. Williams’s position was 
being abolished “due to a re- 
organization plan for this institu- 
tion or agency.” It stated “there 
is no further need for your serv- 
ices.” The letter also announced 
the job held by Williams’s secre- 
tary was being abolished, but gave 


no further inkling of the re 


organization plan. 

Dr. Adams noted in his letter 
that elimination of the salaries of 
Dr. Williams and his secretary, 
who receives $2400 a year, “not 
only results in economy, but it 
opens the way for the director’s 
office to effect still greater econ- 
omies by making use of money 
available for public health work. 
That is, many thousands of dol- 
lars have been lost by funds laps- 
ing and reverting to the Federal 
Government.” 

The letter bore a notation that 
copies were being sent to Gov. 
Smith and other state and federal 
health officials. 

Dr. Adams, 70 years old, for- 
merly was in charge of the labora- 
tories section of the Health De- 
partment. Gov. Smith designated 
him as acting director of the Di- 
vision of Health last June 6 after 
Smith ousted Dr, R. M. James of 
Joplin as director, on the ground 
Dr. James had become physically 
incapacitated to perform the 
duties of the office. 

Charges have been made fre- 
quently that the Smith admin- 
istration is attempting to wreck 
or junk the state merit system 
of employment, which applies to 
about 6500 of the state’s 14,000 
employes, including most of the 
Health Department workers.

Says Another Secret 
‘Group of Professional 
Men Will Help Obtain 
Jurors Sympathetic’ to 
Klan Defendants.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. July 9— 
An avowed member of the Ku 
Klux Klan admitted today that 
he had reported to the Klan or 
investigated for it certain per- 
sons who subsequently were vic- 
tims of floggings or other puni- 
tive measures in this area. He 
boasted that the Klan would see 
to it that no jury could be ob- 
tained willing to cenvict anyone 
for such acts, 

The klansman, who exhibited 
his membership card, maintained 
to the writer that he had never 
participated in an actual “raid” 
but had acted as an “investigator” 
to determine. whether the Klan 
should take action. Describing the 
background of many of the vic- 
tims in lurid and unprintable 
terms, he described the Klan's 
investigative methods as “fool- 
proof” although he conceded 
there had been instances of per- 
sonal grudges entering the pic- 
ture. 

‘Wrecking Créw’ on Raids. 

“Cases are carefully reported and 
investigated,” the avowed klang, 
man, a brawny man weighing 
more than 200 pounds, said, “but 
the average Klan member con- 
tents himself with that. He lets 
the crew” go on the 
raids. When the Klan receives a 
report, it sends out its investiga- 
tors; sometimes they are law offi- 
cérs. They report to the klavern's 
officers and then the proper ac- 
tion is decided on. It isn’t done 
at an open meeting. 

The informant, who met the 
writer under circumstances of 
elaborate secrecy, maintained, in 
effect, that the Klan was riding 
against immorality and intended 
to break up roadhouses and gam- 
bling establishments in this indus- 
trial area. 

“When the law breaks down, 
the Klan steps in,” he said, ‘and 
we are correct 99 per cent of the 
time. Besides, the law officers 
have to have a warrant. We don’t 
have to wait around for anything 
like that.” 

Says Klan Won't Be Curbed. 

The Klan, he continued, wasn't 
going to stop its “raids,” regard- 
less of grand jury investigations, 
and was not to be curbed by the 
new anti-mask law. There's 
nothing to prevent us from wear- 
ing false whiskers even if the 
hood is outlawed,” the self-styled 
Klan investigator observed. 

Klansmen, he asserted, could 
control any trial juries which may 
be called after grand juries have 
completed their work. He dis- 
closed that another secret society, 
which- he named, and which he 
said was composed of “lawyers, 
professional men and such that 
won't go so far as to join the 
Klan,” would aid the Klan in ob- 
taining sympathetic jurors. 

The klansman confirmed per- 
sistent reports here of the exist- 
ence of a Negro klavern, formed 
in imitation of the Klan but 
having no connection wth it and 
limiting its activities to members 
of the Negro race. It has a mem- 
bership of about 40, he said, as 
serting that he witnessed the 
Negro klansmen burn a cross in 
front of a “Negro honkey-tonk” 
here. ‘ 

He described the cross burners 
as wearing black robes, similar to 
commencement gowns and oddly 
shaped black pillow case-type 
hoods

Tiny Elephant Dies of Pneumonia 
On Eve of Tryout

Bimbo, Believed to Be 
Smallest Pachyderm to 
Be Brought to U.S., Be- 
comes Ill on Auto Ride. 


A baby elephant, perhaps the 
smallest and youngest ever 
brought to this country, died last 
night in New York of pneumonia, 
a few hours after arriving on a 
five-day flight from the French 
Cameroons. 

The elephant, which was to have 
been examined tomorrow by Direc- 
tor George P. Vierheller of the 
Zoo here, was believed to be a 
female when it minced down the 
passenger steps from a big plane 
at Idlewild International Airport. 
Later, however, it was discovered 
to be a male and its name was 
immediately changed from Dumbo 
to Bimbo. 

Vierheller, who had been prom- 
ised first chance to purchase Bim- 
bo, was especially anxious to 
view him because the Zoo hasn't 
had an African elephant since 
one died after arrival in St. Louis 
about 10 years ago. 

Bimbo was only 30 inches tall, 
five months did and weighed a 


mere 198 pounds. He was airsick 
when: he began his trip from 
Africa, but later quieted down and 
consumed 40 quarts of milk and 
oatmeal each day during the trip. 

When the animals airplane 
arrived at New York, Bimbo 
moved down the passenger steps 


unassisted, let out a lusty call and 


stepped without objection into the 
back seat of a waiting automobile 


driven by Henry Trefflich, who: 


operates a bird and animal shop 
in. lower Manhattan. 

Bimbo .seemingly slept like a 
baby for most of the ride. But 
when Trefflich got to the shop, 
he noticed Bimbo had all the 
signs of pneumonia. 

Trefflich called a police emerg- 
eney squad and oxygen was ad- 
ministered to the elephant. At 
first, doctors said there was hope. 
But then Bimbo took a turn for 
the worse and at 7:55 p.m. St. 
Louis time he died. . 

The. shipment in which Bimbo 
arrived also contained, five goril- 
las, including three babies. Their 
arrival increased this country’s 
gorilla population by 33 1-3 per 
cent. From this group Vierfeller 
hopes to find a mate for bo, 
a young and fast-growing gorilla 
at the Zoo here.

State Attorney General A. A. 
Carmichael hailed the action as 
“what noW appears to be a death 
blow to the Federated Ku Klux 
Klan, Inc.” 

Indictments Listed. 

It was learned that 28 of the 
indictments concerned actual vio- 
lence, by nightriders—those who 
beat victims, those who watched, 
and those who stood guard. Six 
indictments charged burglary, 
eight boycotting, one intimidat- 
ing a witness, and one neglect of 
duty, it was understood. 
Solicitor Emmett Perry said that 
the inquiry would continue until 
every evidence of “mobism and 
hoodlumism” is wiped out, and un- 
til “each culprit faces a fair trial 
in open court, a providence denied 
their victims.” He said the drive 
against gang violence is just be- 
ginning and “the surface has 
hardly scratched.“

VESSEL BLOWS UP 


Ship Bursts Into Flames 
in Istanbul Harbor — 
Police Think Death Toll 
Will Reach 100. 


ISTANBUL, July 9 (UP)—At 
least 49 persons were killed to- 
night when the Turkish steamer 
Corum, loaded with highly in- 


flammable chemicais, exploded 
and burst into flames in Istanbul 
harbor. 

Police so far have recovered the 
bodies of 49 victims from the still- 
blazing vessel. They estimated the 
death toll might reach 100. Seven- 
teen injured persons also have 
been removed from the stricken 
ship. ' 

Intense heat and a choking 
screen of smoke kept rescue work- 
ers from making a complete 
search of the 5000-ton ship. Steam- 
er officials said between 700 and 
800 persons were aboard the ves- 
sel, 300 in the still-burning portion 
of the ship. The Corum was set 
to sail for the Black Sea later 
tonight. 


WOMEN BEAT NIGHT CLUB

’ WARREN, O., July 9 (AP)—

The robber, Clarence C. Wasser, 
Sharon, Pa., was rescued from the 
clawing women by sheriff's depu- 
ties and police.

The jury ected after a long

Jury Foreman John S. Thornton 
said the jury returned indictments 
in every. case “where there was 
sufficient evidence.” 

Thornton recommended that 
the investigation be “continued 
and augmented.”

During the grand jury investt- 
gation, several high Alabama Ku 
Klux Klan officials were brought 
in to testify, including Dr. J. E. 
Pruitt, chairman of the board of 
governors, and Morris, 4a Kian 
director. 

Klan Offers $500 Reward. 

The Klan in the meantime of- 
fered a $500 reward for proof 
that any of its members were 
responsible for the violence. 

The grand jury action came as 
a result of highly organized pres- 
sure from civic officials, veter- 
ans’ groups, the newspapers, Gov, 
James E. Folsom, the. Attorney 
General’s office and the Jefferson 
County Solicitor’s office. 

This pressure was also partly 
responsible for the State Legisla- 
ture passing a law barring the 
wearing of masks in Alabama, So 
far there have been no confirmed 
reports of the law’s violation.

Furthermore, the commission 
doubtless will have to consider 
the handiness of the form of fares 
adopted, from the standpoint of 
convenience of riders, bus and car 
operators and the free flow of 
traffic. 

Operating at Loss. 

For the first time since 1940, 
the year after the present transit 
corporation succeeded a concern 
that had been in bankruptcy trus- 
teeship, Public Service Co. is op- 
erating at a loss this year. This 
léss is estimated at about $120,- 

for the first half of the year; 

as $50,565 in the first five 
months and a company official 
testified in the fare hearing con- 
cluded Friday that the June loss 
would amount to about $70,000. 

These loss figures are after pay- 
ment of interest on the relatively 
mall debt. The deficit is being 
borne out of the relatively large 
surplus accumulated from profit- 
able wartime operation. For the 
first time since 1942, the company 
omitted a dividend for the second 
quarter of this year on its stock, 
45 per cent of which is owned by 
National City Lines, Inc., Chicago, 
which thus has control.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
ro EXHIBIT RECORDS 
OF BALLOON RACING 


When Joseph M. O'Reilly of St. 
Louis and his partner Tony Von 
Phul rose off the ground in their 
gas balloon, St. Louis III, at the 
international balloon race held 
here 40 years ago, they weren't 
too sure of where or how far they 


were going. 

However, distance, in any direc- 
tion, was their aim, and when they 
landed 40 hours, 40 minutes and 
550 miles away in Wahkon, Minn., 
they had captured the distance 
prize in the historical event. 

The story of this race and other 
logbooks, notes, clippings, cor- 
respondence and rare volumes on 
ballooning were presented recent- 
ly to the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety by the family of the late 
Mr. O'Reilly. 

This material and other elab- 
orate programs of early balloon 
and aviation shows here, includ- 
ing the 1910 Aero Club event at 
which Alfred LeBlanc amazed the 
world with a new speed record of 
68 miles per hour in a Bleriot 
monoplane, is being prepared for 
display at the society's museum at 
Jefferson Memorial. 

One of the O'Reilly logs, made 
on the back of business cards, 
tells of one balloon race in which 
he “lande@ hastily near Chicago, 
on lakefront, in man’s backyard, 
Bag wrecked in tree.”

3 Men Burned to Death in Crash

ROANOKE, III., July 9 (AP)— 
Charles H. Morse III, 52 years old, 
wealthy Chicago manufacturing 
executive, and two other men 
burned to death today in a plane 
crash near here. One man sur- 
vived. 

Morse, descendant of a family 
in the heavy machinery manufac- 
turing business for generations, 
was executive vice president in 
charge of manufacturing for Fair- 
banks-Morse and Co. 

The other dead were Jack Had- 
den, Chicago, pilot; and Elmer 
West, 44, of Lincolnwood, III. The 
survivor is W. E. Watson of Chi- 
cago. . 

They were en route from Chicago 
to St. Louis in a company-owned 
plane when the plane crashed and 
burned on a farm a mile west of 
here. State police said one of the 
plane’s two engines apparently 
failed. 

Watson said’ the crash tore a 
door off: the plane and he was 
catapulted clear. He said the oth- 
ers were trapped in the blazing 
wreckage. 

Morse was the son of Col. Rob- 


ert H. Morse, president of Fair-

A top housing official estimated 
today that within a year a con- 
siderable number of new hous 
ing units would be ready for con- 
struction, Adding a couple of, 


penters, bricklayers and plaster- 
ers, the first building should be 
ready for occupancy about Labor 
Day next year, 

The measure, calling for 810,- 
000 units of public housing to be 
built in six years, is not yet a 


law, but it probably will be early 


next week, President Truman is 
scheduled to sign it, thereby 
redeeming’ one of his major cam- 


paign pledges. Congress com- 
pleted action on the bill yester- 
day. 1 
Administrator Raymond E. 
Foley said the housing and home 
finance agency already has done 
much of the spadework for the 
project. 

“We expect to make prompt’ 
recommendations to the budget 
bureau for the appropriations by 
Congress necessary to carry out 
the new program,” Foley: said. 

The bill also authorizes a $1,- 
500,000,000 slum clearance pro- 
gram. Work on slum clearance 
will get under way after the 
housing project is started. Pub- 
lic housing will be administered 
by an experienced staff which is 
part of Foley’s agency, while 
slum clearance will be handled 
by a new group. 

Foley explained it will take 
time for localities to develop 
their own plans for slum clear- 
ance and housing projects and 
to fulfill the requirements for 
federal assistance. 

Foley said at least 24 states in- 
cluding Missouri have adopted 
basic legislation that authorizes 
participation in slum clearance 
and that a number of important 
cities like St. Louis are far 
enough along to be able to com- 
plete specific project plans and 
enter slum clearance agreements 
within a year. Actual slum clear- 
ance can get under way there- 
after.

subversives threatening the national security, investigative bodies like the FBI, 


Federal Loyalty Boards and the House 
retain great latitude. 

To answer one of the most e and 
crucial issues of our day — how to protect 
the nation against subversive activities with- 
out undermining civil liberties—the Post- 
Dispatch obtained an interview with Tom C. 
Clark, who as Attorney General bears the 
dual responsibility of safeguarding the coun- 
try’s security and its civil liberties. Fol- 
lowing are the questions put to Attorney 
General Clark and his answers: 

Q. Do you believe that the basic free- 
doms and protections spelled out in the Bill 
of Rights have been violated in any way by 
the various loyalty hearings and espionage 
hunts undertaken by federal bureaus or 
congressional committees? 

A. As far as I know there have been no 
“hunts” in the executive and judicial 
branches of the Government. While I am 
not familiar with every. case coming up 
under the loyalty program nor with the 
details of each espionage investigation of 
federal bureaus or congressional commit- 
tees, I would say that, agsuming the loyalty 
boards ,have carried out the instructions 
laid down in the program, I do not believe 
that any basic freedoms or protections ha ve 
been violated. 

As to alleged espionage cases, my posi- 
tion on the past activity of some congres- 
sional committees is well known. Con- 
gressional committeeg serve a useful pur- 
pose in bringing to the attention of the 
public the basic problem ’ ‘concerning sub- 
versixe activity. Berond that it is a mat- 
ter for the courts to detérmine- the guilt 
or innocence of the parties involved. 

Frankly, I do think that in some in- 
stances the civil rights of individuals have 
been violated and harm has come to some 
innocent persons, I believe that the com- 
mittee techniques could be improved by set- 
ting up some rules of procedure that would 
give protection to witnesses, and I under- 
stand these problems are under considera- 
tion by various committees. 

I know of no instances where espionage 
investigations conducted by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation have deprived any 
person of basic freedoms and protections. 

Q. In your opinion, have the reputations 
of any loyal Americans been impugned or 
unjustly. damaged in the course of these in- 
quiries? 

A. It is natural that during the course 
of an investigation gossip and hearsay will 
creep into the inquiry. This is true whether 
tile investigation be by an insurance com- 
pany of an automobile accident; or by a 
credit bureau, or by the FBI. Sometimes 
it leads to the uncovering of a violation of 
law. For example, I remember quite a 
number of ca#8é6és that were started as a re- 
ult of the receipt of anonymous letters. 

Q. Do you believe that private citizens 
should be required to tell congressional 
committees their potitical affiliations? 

A. The courts have held that .congres- 
sional committees, where there is relevancy, 
‘may ask this question and require an an- 
wer. Personally, I believe if such informa- 
tion is necessary in the formulation of legis- 
lation that it is entirely proper. 

Q. Do you agree with President Truman 

that no vital secrets have leaked to the Rus- 
sians? Lhe late Raber engl raed grace | 
of hysteria has been whipped up over the 
spy inquiries? 
A. I don't recall the President's state- 
ment with reference to the first part of 
your question, but I feel confident none of 
our vital war secrets has been carried out 
of this country. With the FBI charged with 
protection of our internal security, I believe 
there is no occasion to be alarmed. As to 
the second part of your query, I certainly 
agree with the President. 

. General, in connection with so-called 
hysteria, would you say that the informa- 
tion-gathering methods of the FBI, as dis- 
closed at the Judith Coplon trial, contrib- 
uted to the public’s alarm over civil, Uber- 
ties? 

A. I do not believe that the public be- 
came alarmed as to their civil liberties over 
the disclosures in the Coplon trial. I doubt 
if a similar instance to the one involved in 
the Coplon case will ever arise again for 
the reason that in that case FBI files were 
taken from the Department of Justice. It 
certainly affords no general precedent as to 
disclosure of FBI files. c 

Q. Do you approve of the FBI's methods 
and techniques in full?’ 

A. These methods and techniques were 
built up under my predecessors in office, 
and they have proven most successful, not 
only in the detection of crime, but also in 
the prevention of espionage and sabotage. 
I am certain that the FBI has done every- 
thing possible to protect civil liberties. 

Mr. J. Edgar Hoover has been extremely 
alert to this problem and has kept the FBI 
free from partisan influence or any so-called

Q. In your opinion, should such unsub- 

material be ‘retained in the ac- 
tive FBI files where they are subject to 
court seizure and resultant newspaper pub- 
lication? 

A. I do, not believe that FBI files are sub- 
ject to court seizure. As a matter of fact, 
the higher courts have held in a series of 
cases that FBI reports may be made public 
only under very unusual circumstances. In 
the Coplon case, which I suppose you refer 
to, the Government was the moving party. 
In other words, it was the duty of the 
Government to prove its case. 

The Court ruled that it was eee to 
introduce these documents from which ex- 
cerpts or abstracts had been made. If we 
had refused to produce the documents the 
Court would have dismissed the case. This, 
I think, would have been most unfortunate 
because it would have encouraged espionage 
by in effect saying to those engaged in it 


‘that the Government will not prosecute if 


you steal FBI reports because of its reluc- 
tance to place FBI reports in the records. 


Q. In the interest of preserving essential 
rights, do you think. that Federal employes 
dismissed as security risks should be ap- 
prised by loyalty boards ot the specific ac- 
cusation made Against them, such as the 
identity of 


on? It is understood, of course, that ‘the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the National 
Defense Establishment and the State De- 
partment have the statutory ‘right to dis- 
miss employes summarily, without appeal 
to the Loyalty Board. 

A. Federal employes are apprised of the 

specific accusations made against them. I 
knew of no charge that the Loyalty Board 
has not specifically advised the employe of 
the nature of the charge and I am sure that 
Loyaky Boards have advised employes the 
names of organizations that they are 
charged with having membership in. You 
should remember this, in itself, is not suf- 
ficient to find an employe disloyal. The 
Board must also find that he is active in the 
organization, that he understands its pur- 
poses, and that in connection with the em- 
ploye’s other activities, there exists a rea- 
sonable ground for belief that the employe 
is disloyal. 
_.Q. As head. of the entire Department of 
Justice, General, do you have complete con- 
trol over the activities and policies of the 
FBI? 

A. The Federal Bureau of Investigation is 
a Bureau of the Department of Justice and 
I have complete control over the activities 
and policies of the entire Department; hence 
the answer to your question is yes“ —and 
I have complete confidence in its ability and 
integrity.

Why? — 

A. Not only myself, but several former 
Attorneys General have held technical sur- 
veillance to be proper. Since thé passage of 
the Federal Communications Act, I believe 
the Department of Justice has consistently 
held that wire-tapping is permissible, but 
that the disclosure or use of the information 
is not legal. 

Q. As head of the Department of Justice, 
do you require the FBI to secure your ap- 
proval before that bureau taps the telephone 
lines of any federal official? 

A. The FBI cannot place a technical sur- 
veillance without having first secured my 
approval. That goes for every technical sur- 
veillance, regardless of who is involved. 

Q. Could the FBI, for example, tap the 
conversation of a White House official with- 
out obtaining your prior and: specific con- 
sent? The President of the United States? 

A. No—to both questions. 

Q. Why is wire-tapping inadmissible as 
evidence in federal cases, if it is not a viola- 
tion of the law? 

A. Information secured through the use 
of technical surveillances is inadmissible as 
evidence because the Federal Communica- 
tions Act prohibits the interception and dis- 
closure of telephone conversations. The use 
of the evidence in court would be a disclo-

Q. In its conscientious search for security 
clues, do you think that the FBI has tapped 
the telephones of perhaps hundreds of loyal 
and patriotic Americans?

Q. General, the Americans for Demoératic 
Action, an anti-Communist group headed by 
such well-known names as Congressman 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. and Senator Hu- 
bert Humphrey of Minnesota, proposes in its 
current publication that an impartial com- 
mission be named to make a full-scale in- 
vestigation into FBI techniques. It is 
pointed out that during the quarter-century 
that J. Edgar Hoover has been head of the 
Bureau, it has not been investigated. Would 
you welcome such an inquiry? Do you think 
it would be healthy for the republic? 

A. No. I think the FBI has done an ex- 
cellent job. Inquiries of this type would 
cause serious disruption of the operations of 
the Bureau during a most serious time. The 
President has stated that such an inquiry is 
not necessary or justified. I join with him 
in this. As I have stated many times, I have 
the utmost confidence in the integrity and 
ability of Mr. Hoover and the FBI. I do not 
intend to see its important work torn down 
just because a few individuals give the 
very“ to investigation. 

C. Can you add any further suggestions 
for safeguarding freedom of thought and 
civil liberties in the present atmosphere of 
suspicion and distrust? 

A. I believe that the Department of Jus- 
tice is. certainly protecting the civil liberties 
of every person. We have done more in the 
last four years to do this than at any other 
time in history.

At that time it was made up of 59 cor- 
porations, some of which were sub-hold- 
ing companies. Interests included electric, 
retail and wholesale gas, water, heat and 
transit utilities; railway ownership and 
operation, coal mining and sales, ice 
plants, natural gas production, an amuse- 
ment park, a radio concern, parking and 
gasoline stations, freight transportation, 
a warehouse, leasing of an electric plant, 
land and other realty companies, a meter- 
ing concern, an électric furnace building 
company and a general investment unit. 

It is not too surprising,” said Hanrahan 
with reference to holding companies in gen- 
eral, that water, telephone, ice, street rail- 
way, coal, oil, real estate, investment or ap- 
pliance sales companies had been mixed in 
with electric and gas utilities during the 
mad pyramiding of the 20s.

The former held Union Electric and utilities 


in Milwaukee, elsewhere in Wisconsin, 
Cleveland and Michigan. The latter had 
Missouri Power & Light, Kansas Power & 
Light and a variety of other concerns, in- 
cluding Illinois Traction Co., merely a sub- 
holding unit. Under [Illinois Traction, 
among other things, was Iowa Power & 
Light, a great-great - great - grandson of 
North American—and Iowa Power & Light, 
besides serving gas and electricity, itself 
was classed as a holding company. 


Completing Divestment 
Of North American Chain. 


Direct subsidiaries of North American 
also included St. Louis County Gas (which 
has been absorbed into Laclede Gas), and a 
District of Columbia holding basket for 
transit, power and other interests. Pré- 
viously there had been some other subsidi- 
aries, including some far western utilities, 
In addition, North American held large mi- 
nority interests in Detroit Edison Co. and 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co., which have been 
disposed of in the form of dividends or 
liquidating distributions. 

To a great extent, the divestment of 
North American has been carried out now, 
and in recent years there has been no ques- 
tion about the cd-operative compliance by 
this chain with SEC rules, Missouri Power 
& Light will be turned over to Union Elec- 
tric in exehange for some additional Union 
Electric stock, if SEC approves. 

Kansas Power & Light stock is expected 
to be distributed soon among North Ameri- 
can’s own stockholders... Buyers have been 
found for the Washington transit system, 
a deal awaiting SEC action. 

Recently SEC approved transfer of west- 
ern Kentucky coal mining property to 
Union Electric and some related coal buai- 
ness will be turned over to the North Amer- 
ican stockholders. The North American 
system still holds 12.7 per cent of Illinois 
Power Co., but has ceased efforts to control 
that concern and intends to sell its stock 
holding.

Missouri’s Merit System 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The new State Constitution adopted 
by the voters of Missouri in 1945 pro- 
vides for the selection of employes in 
certain state departments and divisions 
on the basis of merit. 

This authority was implemented by 
passage of the State Merit System Act, 
which created a State Personnel Ad- 
visory Board to administer the merit 


system program. 

In addition to the federal-state pro- 
grams (State Department of Health and 
Welfare and the Division of Employ- 
ment Security) the law extends to em- 
ployes of the Department of Corrections 
which includes the State Penitentiary 
and the Intermediate Reformatory for 
Boys at Algoa. 

So far nothing has been done to put 
the merit system into operation in the 
Department of Corrections. It appears 
as though this delay is due largely to 
politics on the part of the present ad- 
ministration, which is anxious to fill all 
key positions with “deserving” Demo- 
crats and to freeze them in jobs through 
manipulation of the merit system. 

There has been a general house-clean- 
ing at the State Penitentiary and the In- 
termediate Reformatory for Boys since 
Gov. Smith took office and most of the 
key positions have been given to politi- 
cal appointees, most of whom have few 
qualifications for the jobs, 

The new superintendent at Algoa is 
a former prize fighter with no qualifica- 
tions so far as training and experience 
in working with boys are concerned. 

The same situation holds at the State 
Penitentiary. The new warden, ap- 
pointed by Gov. Smith, is a former state 
patrolman who probably is familiar with 
methods of law enforcement but knows 


little about criminology and penology. 


There again, the job specifications 
were written to fit the appointee rather 
than the position, with perhaps consid- 
erable guidance and persuasion from 
the. State Capitol. 

The question asked by many is, “Why 
does the personnel advisory board stoop 
to such practices, and why has it de- 
layed by over two years initiating the 
merit system?” 

From here it looks as though the only 
answer, if truthfully given, is that the 
“squeeze” has been put on the Personnel 
Advisory Board, which instead of pro- 
tecting and developing the merit sys- 


‘tem has given over to the politicians.

Miss Mitchell's Protest 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
As a member of the Humane Society 
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with being “un-American” and with venting his 
venom upon children.” The Methodist says the 
Roman Catholic is “bearing false witness.” 

If there has ever been so sharp an exchange 
at so high a level in American church circles, it 
does not come to mind. But distressing though 
this may be, there is no safety in ignoring this 
sectarian strife. The only way for this condition 
to be improved is for all denominational groups 
to recognize it and to join in eliminating it. 

The issue is not federal aid to schools. That 
is accepted even by the Hoover Commission 
which is recommending economies in military, 
executive and other expenditures. The Hoover 
Commission does oppose “pork barrel” funds 
for states which, it says, do not need aid for 
schools, but it grants that assistance is required 
by “the real backward states.” 

The issue, then, is whether private and church 
schools shall receive federal funds. The ques- 
tion, in our opinion, can have only one sound 
answer. Non-public schools cannot receive pub- 
lic funds, First, it would be unconstitutional. 
Second, if it were constitutional, it would be 
unwise. 

To give federal funds to the schools of one 
denomination would be to agree to give public 
funds to the schools which every denomination 
might set up. Does Cardinal Spellman think 
that public money should be provided also to the 
Episcopalians, Unitarians, Lutherans, Jews, Bap- 
tists, Mormons, Presbyterians, Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses, Seventh Day Adventists, Congregational- 
ists and Christian Scientists? Does he think 
that the Government could or should support 
schools for the 250 sects in the United States? 


Representative Andrew Jacobs of Indiana is 
a Catholic who sees this issue clearly. He says 
that limitation of funds to public schools is not 
discrimination against Catholics since Catholics 
are free to go to public schools. He says it is 
not double taxation since what is paid by vol- 
untary choice is not taxation at all. He says 
that the accredited status of Catholic schools 


is no argument since not every activity which is 


legal is entitled to public support. 


What is happening in Europe should be warn- 
ing enough to any and all religious groups which 
seek to tie church and state together. The state 
which subsidizes can also claim the right to 
control. The cases of Cardinal Mindszenty in 
Hungary and Archbishop Beran in Czechoslova- 
kia, to mention only two, illustrate what can 
happen when state and church become inter- 
twined and then struggle for mastery. 

The late Gov. Alfred E. Smith said in 1927: 
“T believe in the absolute separation of church 
and state and the strict enforcement of the pro- 
vision of the Constitution that Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion or prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 

That great Catholic layman’s opinion is as 
good today as when he first declared it. 
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Shucking Down to Summer 

If anyone has to have a proper precedent for 
the propriety of dressing to suit the present 
weather, the British House of Lords has pro- 
vided a beautiful one. Their lordships have con- 
sidered it perfectly good form, in view of the 
state of the weather, to remove their wigs. 

When a lord of the realm can remove a large, 
overt, not to say conspicuous, thing like a wig, 
may not an ordinary citizen dispense with a 
small, reticent and unimposing article such as a 
tie? When the peers of England may without 
immodesty peel down to whatever headgear na- 
ture has given them, all the way to the shiny 
nudity of the completely bald, should the people 
of the republic hesitate to shuck their coats and 
get down to their clean, white, comfortable 
shirts? 

We hope we can take these things to be self- 
evident, the mercury being away up there the 
way it is. And as far as we are concerned, the 
whole wigless membership of the House of 
Lords doesn’t look as charmingly in tune with 
the season as several young women lunching in 
Lucas Park barefooted to the summer sun and 
the cool green turf.

We have often wondered how long it would 
take anybody to count to a million, and the 
problem is simplified by the case of the St.

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Harsh Judgment on a City 

Despite protests that St. Louis is a “Jim Crow” 
city, the National Education Association’s direc- 
tors have reaffirmed a decision to hold the 
N.E.A.’s 1950 convention here. St. Louis al- 
most lost the convention business, but the com- 
mercial aspect is not as significant as the frank 
way the city was described. Being called Jim 
Crow is a hard judgment on anyone who sub- 
scribes to the fundamental principles of this 
country, and it is a hard judgment on a ‘city. 
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have to be performed in Jefferson City when 
the legislators reconvene in the fall if they are 
to win anything but the most qualified and re- 
luctant praise. 

As matters now stand, they have achieved — 
record of spending more money—$575,000,000— 
and doing Jess work than any of their predeces- 
sors. This at a running expense of $600,000. 
And the final bill is yet to be rendered! Else- 


where in today’s Post-Dispatch, Curtis A. Betts 


has presented the record of extravagance and 
inactivity in its discouraging details. 

The chief accomplishments of this $1000-a- 
month session have been an assortment of sal- 
ary increases—some of them legitimate enough 
—and a batch of local bills. But even on the 
local level, the Legislature failed to authorize 
the continuation of the St. Louis earnings tax 
or unit control of the St. Louis schools. 

Aside from the repeal of the Madison labor 
law for political reasons, about, the most impor- 
tant state-wide measure adopted is the gasoline 
tax increase. What a shame that is! Certainly, 
more money is needed to maintain the state's 
highways, but this measure doles out half of the 
increase—$8,000,000 or $9,000,000 a year, it is 
estimated—to rural courthouse politicians. Gov. 
Smith himself must have known how bad this 
grab is, else why did he try so hard to have it 
adopted with an emergency clause which would 
have prevented its submission to the voters in 
a referendum? 

It is impossible to keep the Governor’s name 
out of the legislative story. Instead of offering 
leadership which might have helped the law- 
makers to overcome their narrowness, he urged 
on them such politically-motivated measures as 
a further increase in pensioners’ “pin money.” 
It is to the legislators’ credit that they did not 
follow him in this. A few such sensible posi- 
tions make it possible to say that the record 
might have been worse. 

But in all truth, it 1s shockingly bad. 1 is ie 
bad, indeed, that it raises basic questions about 
the wisdom of continuing the present system of 
representation in Jefferson City. Disgust and 
frustration promote the study of alternatives. 
The demand for reform becomes more and more 
insistent. The happiest answer could come from 
the Legislature itself. It could, in the fall, be- 
gin to make amends for the bad record of the 
spring. It had better! 
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Teachers and Bricklayers 

Bricklaying is a useful and honorable craft, 
and it is no derogation of it to say that laying a 
brick will perhaps exert less influence on the 
world we live in than training a mind. Yet school 
teachers and bricklayers are paid as though the 
reverse were true. 

St. Louis’ Board of Education pays bricklay- 
ers $5600 a year. It pays teachers $4500. These 
are teachers with master’s degrees, at least five 
years’ preparation in college and university. 
Teachers with lower qualifications are paid less. 
In all, 16 union crafts, employed by the Board 
of Education, receive higher pay than the teach- 
ers. 

Is it any wonder when teachers quit teaching 
to lay bricks, drive trucks, sell goods—to do any 
of the things for which they are less well quali- 
fied, any of the things for which they are less 
valuable to society, any of the things for which 
they are less underpaid? 

If teachers didn’t put a higher value on teach-

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ing than those who pay them, we guess there 


wouldn't be any at all. 
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Patience With an Incompetent 

In a series of articles calling for reorganiza- 
tion of government machinery as proposed by 
the Hoover commission, the New York Herald 
Tribune includes the “Case History on Firing an 
Inefficient Man.” The gentleman in question 
was hired on March 1, 1946, at $3727 a year as 
an engineering specifications writer. Within two 
months he proved himself completely unquali- 
fied for the job. 

However, he was not summarily thrust out 
into a cold world. Instead, his “removal” was 
requested. Had he been working for most any- 
one else other than genial Uncle Sam, he would 
have been fired forthwith. Indeed he might 
have caught the ax at the end of his first week. 
And possibly, as a result of preliminary inter- 


views, he never would have been more than a 


rejected applicant. But, as a federal employe, he 
set the grievance machinery in motion. It moved 


ponderously. 
For 13 months this gentleman hired to write 


engineering specifications, but unable to do so, 
hung on and drew full pay while four separate 
appeal groups gave him six hearings. Then he 
was let out. This case is in contrast to that of 
some capable employes who have had summary 
treatment in loyalty cases. .

In May we hold our annual examination, 
here at the whistling post, of ouf ears. 

We hear that at the shouting posts which 
the big cities have become, the people no 
longer prize their ears. There is so much 
roar and racket that people often wish they 
had no ears. ) 


Inventors make plugs for people to put in 
their ears to shut the noise out. At night 
these harassed people go indoors, shut the 
windows and plug up the keyholes to se- 
cure quiet for a little sleep. The only ears 
one wants, in those places, are such as can 
get the shriek of an automobile horn in 
time to jump out of the way. The hammer- 
ing of the metropolitan uproar upon the 
people’s ears has grown so hard, we ‘hear, 
that the nervous sys- 
tems to which ears 
are an inlet are be- 
ginning to weaken 
and break down. It 
has become a misfor- 
tune to be born with 
ears. 

At the whistling 
post we do not dread 
our ears. We often 
discuss here the 
source and value and use and destiny of 
ears. There are different opinions among 
us, of course, on these points. About the 
only thing we try to agree on at the whis- 
tling post is the right of every one to his 
own honest guess. Most of us are inclined 
to accept the theory of the teacher in the 
school on the hill above the whistling post, 
as to how ears came.

Yet men are 
prone to have ears and not to hear any- 
thing more inspiring than a dinner bell. 
So we include ears in our educational cur- 
riculum. The boys at school work till they 
are red in the face developing the strength 
of their arms, Why not bring out the 
strength of their ears? 


The Class in Ears Begins 


Ears help in practical ways. The ears of 
the mayor’s wife are so trained that she 
knows whenever an egg is laid. If the sly 
but cackling hen has thought to hide her 
nest in the woods, the mayor’s wife’s ears 
lead her straight to the secret spot. But 
that, as we have learned at the whistling 
post, isn’t half that ears are trained for. 


Ears, properly attentive and rightly 
trained, enable us to sit here at the whis- 
tling post and hear the high whispering 
of the farther world. Such ars the pipes 
of Lucknow heard! What ears the little 
budding prophet Samuel had! Who knows 
how far, with ears sharp ener we might 
hear our way? 


We train our ears, and in May we take 


our examination to see how far, in the 
course of the year, our ears have come. 
The class in ears begins with the first 
robin of the spring. Then the bluebird, then 
the meadowlark, the flicker, the brown 
thrasher and the dove. 


As May advances, the college grade in 


ears is reached and it is our pride to stand 
forth as the eastern sky brightens and the 
sun comes up and sort out with competent 
ears the thousand mellow sounds which a 
summer morning brings. The whistling 
post citizen who can do that is graduated 
cum laude.

Men are working fewer hours for more pay, there is 
virtually no unemployment, and families are guarded against want 
and disease by various social services. 

Since the Labor party came into Conservatives would win by a 


power after Winston Churchill’s 
defeat in 1945, Britain has under- 
gone a bloodless revolutjon. The 
welfare state has come into being. 
It is like the revolution that has 
occurred in the United States since 
the advent of the Roosevelt New 
Deal in 1933. 


No Turning Back. 

And there’s no turning back. 
Just as the Republicans in the 
United States have been intellec- 
tually bankrupt in the elections of 
1936, 1940, 1944 and 1948, so are 
the British Tories bankrupt. Lan- 
don, Willkie and Dewey accepted 
the basic New Deal reforms and 
said, We can do them better.” 

That's what the British Tories 
are saying now. The counter- 
revolutionaries in Mayfair and 
Pall Mall overlook the fact that 
Socialism is not going to be aban- 
doned in England, no matter who 
occupies the house at No. 10 
Downing Street, or who has a ma- 
jority in the House of Commons. 

At Conservative headquarters in 
Abbey House here, posters for the 
forthcoming general election have 
already been printed.

Only Even Money on Labor. 

The Labor party chieftains are 
equally frank: One of them, close 
to the Prime Minister, said that 
some months ago he would have 
laid five to one on a Labor party 
victory. Now he would offer only 
even money. 

The reason for the drop in the 
odds is Britain’s current financial 
and trade crisis and the damag- 
ing rumors that the pound will 
be devalued. If is also admitted 
that a party that has been in 
power over four years always ac- 
cumulates criticisms and enemies. 

When will the elections be held? 

That is the $128 question. 

In any event, they must be held 
by the middle of 1950, but they 
may be held at any time in the 
interim at the pleasure of the 
party in power.

Cat Out of the Bag. 


But there is another poster 
which lets the cat out of the bag.. 
It reads: 

“Conservatives Fought For and 
Will Keep. Pensions, Family Al- 
lowances and Health Services, 
and Will Make Them Secure by 
Stopping Reckless Government 
Spending.” 

In other words, “We will do it 
better.” 

Interestingly enough, there is a 
measure of truth in the statement 
that Conservatives stood for so- 
cial service. The basic cradle-to- 
grave or womb-to-tomb plan was 
drawn up in 1942 by Sir William 
Beveridge, member of the Liberal 
party, at the instance of a coali- 
tion government headed by Win- 
ston Churchill. 

Just what would happen if the 
next general elections are won by 
the Conservatives? This question 
was taken to Gerald O’Brien, a 
calm and sensible young man 
who is high in Conservative party 
affairs. 

Winston Churchill, of course, 
would be the next Prime Minister. 
He, says Mr. O’Brien, would cut 
expenditures. He would lop excess 
employes off the payroll. It is 
claimed that the present overs: 
ment is overmanned. 

The new government would cut 
down the number of forms to be 
filled out in order to do business. 

Income Tax Reductions? 

There would probably be a re- 
duction in the heavy income taxes. 
Sir Stafford Cripps, present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, is fully 
aware of the burden of these 
taxes, but he contends that to re- 
duce them would, by putting more 
money in men’s pockets, increase 
power to purchase scarce commod- 
ities and, therefore, drive their 
prices still higher. Mr. O’Brien is 
aware of the Cripps argument, of 
course, but thinks it is countered 
by other arguments. 

If the Conservatives came into 
power, they would continue the 
Socialistic policy of nationalizing 
coal mines and railroads. But, says 
Mr. O’Brien, they would de-cen- 
tralize the administration of these 
industries. 

They definitely would not na- 
tionalize steel. 

They definitely would de-nation- 
alize road transport, a policy in 
which the Labor government seems 
to have gone too far, in that it has 
taken in even very small truck 
fleets. 


And, of course, the Conservatives 
will, as they say, continue the so- 
cial services; including the con- 
troversia] health program. Of 
course, also, they will promise to 
do them better.

Events cov ed in- 
clude adventures of the Ashley- 
Henry band in the region of the 
upper Missouri and Yellowstone 
rivers, Jedediah Smith's leading 
of the first Americans to reach 
Spanish California overland, the 
migrations which resulted in the 
last great fight for the bison 
pastures between the

The last book concerns the con- 
quered people’s dream of a Mes- 
siah who would free them. It 
closes with the Battle of 
Wounded Knee in 1890, end of 
Indian resistance on the Plains. 

The vehicle which carries these 


_ invigorating stories achieves in- 


finite variety, despite the fact it 
is always the 10-syllable heroic 
couplet brought to near perfec- 
tion in the neo-classic period in 
England. Here, however, the 
lines are not predominantly end- 
stopped, as in Pope, but are con- 
verted into a fluent melody that 
is readable and rhythmic. By 
its apparently effortless ryhmes 
the verse is not broken up into 
short units but is made liltingly 
musical. 

Mr. Neihardt’s utterance is 
marked by the easy vigor of his 
lines and by a dignity that rises 
at times to majesty. These 
qualities seem naturally to per- 
vade his battles and councils of 
war; the skill of a poet’s poet, 
moreover, is reflected in such 
sensuous touches as this bit of 
onomatopoeia as Indians hastily

such idyllic passages as the above 
he approximates the Virgil of 
the Georgics. True, a Greek in- 
scription starts this collection, 
and there are references to 
„lion“ and Iseult“ as well as a 
Homeric feeling about the gen- 
eralized, not very individual, 
protagonists.

A Journey Back Into Life 


JOURNEY INTO SPRING, by Winston 
Clewes. (Knopf, New York; 223 pgs. 
$4.00. } 

APT. FLETTON’S journey 
back into life from several 
years in a German prison 
camp is the story of Mr. Clewes’s 
third novel. Like most penetrat- 
ing novels it is a story which 
takes place on two levels. The 
author develops his deeper irony 
almost entirely by implication. 

In fact the details of his surface 

story are so vivid that one fre- 

quently forgets the symbolism. 


Unexpectedly, through deaths 
in the war, Godfrey Fletton in- 
herits Fletton Hall and “the 
whole rotten village” that is at- 
tached to it. In a state of shock 
from the corroding experiences 


which have all but destroyed him . 


as a human being, he is drawn 
to the place whose name he bears 
but which he has never seen. His 
own psychic unbalance is mir- 
rored in the physical condition of 
the Hall; empty rooms stretching 
one beyond the other, thick dust, 
weeds, rusted taps, broken junk, 
and an ominous crack which runs 
down one wall, across the huge 
reception hall, and up the oppo- 
site wall, 


In.an aimless, unthinking way 
Fletton begins to clean up the 
place. He cuts weeds, clears a 
kitchen, lives over a stable, and 
allows several local people. to 


help him. But he is bitter, im- 
patient, ‘inhuman, It is only a 
violent episode in the love of a 
young boy, one of those flash- 
ing, and inexplicable passions to 
which adolescence lies open,“ 
that finally jerks Fletton out of 
himself. A man who could be 
his friend says, He was a closed 
circuit—now he’s out again. I'm 
glad.” So out of shock, through 
shock, Fletton finds faith in 
people again. 
5 
E takes on the responsibili- 
1 ties of the village his family 
has created, exploited, ruined. 
Though he had no hand in that 
destruction himself, he is finally 
able to join with those who are 
working toward a positive affir- 
mation of life. 

Mr. Clewes writes with loving 
care. His prose is simple, clear, 
vibrant, full of tingling physical 
realities. And these physical 
things he makes the symbols of 
a deeper significance in an un- 
involved and unobtrusive man- 
ner. His unhappy hero, and his 
sense of the binding power of 
place on British lives, are his 
most successful creations. The 
minor characters are not origi- 
nal. But the theme is strong 
and deeply felt and kept domi- 
nant, One feels that Winston 
Clewes is a young novelist to be 
watched with interest.

“Down the lazy river to New 
Orleans” will again be the refrain 
this year for thousands of visitors 
to Louisiana. A year-round mecca 
for tourists, the land of the bayou 
and the magnolia places a hard- 
to-resist array of attractions be- 


fore tentative visitors—the spdrts- 
men, the nature-lovers and just 


rolling pills take the traveler 
through large pine and hardwood 
forests, while in South Louisiana 
the “bayou country” is an un- 
broken expanse of level land and 
water. The distinctive bayous of 
Louisiana, incidentally, are com- 
arable to the creeks of the north, 
hough generally deeper and less 
swift, and surrounded by lush 
tropical vegetation — huge oaks 
festooned with Spanish moss, alli- 
gator grass and water lilies. 
The Audubon Country, named 
for the naturalist John James Au- 


When summer rolls around the small fry head for the 


dubon, lies north of Baton Rouge, 
the state capital. Within a radius 
of 15 or 20 miles are many old 
Plantation homes, many restored 
to their original beauty. Most of 
the lovely old places are more than 
100 years old. ) 

A composite of Louisiana plan- 
tation homes would have a long 
driveway tunneled through over- 
hanging oak trees festooned. with 
Spanish moss, with an old darky 
in top hat and dress suit to wel- 
come visitors. The house itself 
might bear the name “The Oaks,” 
“The Shadows” or “Greenwood,” 
as some of the homes are named. 
Generally of a colonial style, the 
houses often have huge columns 
of stone, brick or wood at the 
front entrance. Inside, the antique 
furniture is kept in spotless con-’ 
dition by the owners, some de- 
scendants of the original builder. 

Land of Evangeline. 

Another distinct section of Loui- 

siana is the “Land of Evangeline,” 
which lies in the south-central | 
portion of the state. Here the 
bayou comes into its own. Pos- 
sibly the most famous stream in 
the area is beautiful Bayou Teche, 
called “the longest street in the 
world.” Indian legend has it that 
the Teche was created when In- 
dian warriors killed a huge snake 
and the reptile in its death throes 
dug the bed of the present twist- 
ing stream. 
Evangeline, heroine of Longfel- 
low’s poem, was really an Acadian 
girl named Emmeline. She lies 
buried in the little town of St. 
Martinville. Near her grave stand 
the Evangeline Oak and a statue, 
the latter contributed by Dolores 
Del Rio after she played Evan- 
geline in a Hollywood movie. 

The Land of Evangeline is in- 
formally known as the “cajun 
country” to those familiar with 
its charms. “Cajun” is a corrup- 
tion of Acadians, the people who 
found their home in Louisiana 
after leaving Nova Scotia. 

Down the Teche is Louisiana’s 
“Sugar Bowl.” The sweet stuff is 
the state’s No. 2 product (cotton 
is No. 1) and the Sugar Cane Fes- 
tival held each fall in New Iberia 
draws many visitors. 

An interesting sidelight on the 
Teche country is the fact that one 
third of the nation’s production of 
buggies are sold here, for the 
horse-drawn vehicles are found 
better than automobiles in navi- 
gating the more rural areas. 

Salt and Pepper. 

Down near the Gulf of Mexico 
is the “salt and pepper” section. 
Famed Avery Island produces not 
only the two standard condiments, 
but is the sight of fantastically 
lovely gardens and a bird sanc- 
tuary. 

Jungle Gardens on Avery Island 
are 300 acres of the rarest speci- 
mens of plants found in any one 
place in America. The grounds 
contain irises from Siberia, wis- 
terias from Japan and China, 
papyrus from the upper Nile, and 
soap trees from India. The dif- 
ferent types of gardens include 
sunken and Chinese gardens, with 
an imported Buddha enshrined in 
the latter. 

The parishes bordering the gulf 
are also the home of the Creole 
or Easter lily, whose bulbs are 
marketed all over the United 
States. In this area is the gateway 
to the seafood industry, a large 
source of revenue for residents in 
this area.

The twenty-one Franciscan Mis- — 


sions which lie along California’s 
“El Camino Real,” are probably 
one of the strongest arguments in 
favor of the beatification of Fray 
Junipero Serra that can be pre- 
sented.

This replica, on a 
rock near Alton, is described in 
the journal of the priest as hav- 
ing “horns like a deer, a face 
something like a man’s and the 
body covered with scales.” 

At the foot of the Park on the 
Illinois river is a dock for excur- 


sion boats and private eraft. 


There are miles of foot and bridle 
trails. A motor road leads to a 
parking area in the heights of the 
park where one may overlook the 
countryside. The lodge and a 
number of guest houses are near 
the main entrance. 

Many minerals are to be found 
in the park bluffs, also geodes, 
those hollow rocks filled with 
crystals. To date, 125 fossils have 
been identified. Some 60 species 
of trees have been listed, among 
them pecans, red cedars and but- 
ternuts. All the wild-life native to 
the area has been preserved.

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Another Sad Chapter 


In John Beazley Story. 

OHNNY BEAZLEY has been 

released as manager of the 

St. Petersburg club of the 
fioride International League. 
It's the latest sad chapter in the 
story of Two-Game Johnny, who 
as a freshmar with the Cardi- 
nals was one of the heroes of 
the 1942 world series. 

We met Beazley on a Florida- 
bound train in 1942, on the way 
to spring training. En route 
somebod. lifted his overcoat, but 
he wasn’t upset about it. A 
fellow-passenger asked if he had 
reported the loss to the railroad. 

“No, I won't need that down 
there,” he said. “I can pitch 
without an overcoat.” 

Johnny could pitch, too. Be- 
fore the Cardinals broke camp 
Johnny had established himself 
as the most promising rookie in 
the squad. Many a rookie has 
faltered after being a flash in 
a spring camp, but not Beazley. 
He quickly became a regular 
starter for Billy Southworth, 
won 21 games during the season, 
led the league in winning per- 
centage, losing only six games, 
and then won twice in the world 
series with the Yankees. 


Three years in the Air Force 
followed and Beazley never has 
been able to regain his prewar 
brilliance. The Cardinals nursed 
him along through the 1946 sea- 
son, but Johnny was moody and 
easily discouraged. He wanted 
to quit several times, but the 
late Sam Breadon and Manager 
Eddie Dyer persuaded him to 
try to come back. 

Billy Southworth noped John- 
ny would get over his difficul- 
ties, whatever they were, and

The shooting 
occurred in her hotel room, where 
she lured the first baseman on 
pretense of telling him “something 
important.” 

This morning’s operation lasted 
about 45 minutes. The lead slug 
had lodged outside the chest cav- 
ity. Doctors said a “low grade 
infection” necessitated the re- 
moval. 


Hospital attaches said Waitkus's 


condition is now “good,” and the 
“outlook is good.” He is scheduled 
to leave the hospital in about a 
week, they added.

CANCER’S TOLL IN WRECKING 
AMERICAN HOME TABULATED 


CLEVELAND (UP)—The inci- 
dence of cancer among children 
and the cost of the dréad killer to 
the American home were described 
here by Dr. B. Aubrey Schneider 
at a two-day institute sponsored by 
the American Cancer Society. 

Dr. Schneider, assistant director 
of the society’s statistical research 
section, said more than 60,000 chil- 
dren under 18 annually lose one 
parent, with a slightly higher per- 
centage of fathers dying from can- 
cer than mothers. 

Of these 60,000 children, 500 lose 
a second parent every year and 
are thereby orphaned. 

Summarizing this tragic picture, 
the doctor estimated that at least 
475,000. children under 18 have lost 
at least one parent to cancer. 

Cancer does not pass the chil- 
dren themselves by either, Schnei- 
der pointed out. “Cancer is the 
third leading cause of death among 
children in the 1-to-15-y age 
bracket; in 1946 alone chil- 


dren in ‘this bracket died of either 


cancer or leukemia,” Schneider 
said.

Education will account for 8828, 
000,000 in fiscal 1950 grants if the 
Congress adopts President Tru- 
man’s proposed program of $290,- 
000,000 a year to aid states in 
financing elementary and second- 
ary schools. 

The school proposal illustrates 
the trend toward increased rather 
than reduced federal grants to 
states. But the uptrend comes 
from “liberalizing” old grants as 
well as starting new ones.

HE month of June has come and gone, and with it a wealth 

of society news, but with scarcely a mention of the new

And the cost to distracted parents 
who fought losing battles with Pluvius mounted into thousands of 
dollars, what with devastating.damage to countless summer dresses 
and slippers, to say nothing of rain-drenched dance floors, satin 
table covers and expensive food. | 


This year there seems to be a concerted effort on the part of 
parents to revert to prewar customs, and the current season is 
resolving itself into two periods—September and Christmas holiday 
time—with ‘parties in between for girls who will be at-home. Not 
that there was a complete dearth of functions last Month, and 
some of them very beautiful. But, with one exception, the girls 
who insist on spring debuts will have them next spring, at the end 
of the season rather than at its beginning. ,
